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Well,  another  year  has  come  and  is  nearly  gone  and  even  in  difficult  economic 
times  the  numismatic  market  remained  strong.  From  what  I have  observed  in  2011, 
collectors  seem  to  clamor  for  key  date  and  high  end  investment  quality  coins.  Today, 
these  two  areas  have  greater  demand  than  available  supply  thus  creating  higher 
premiums  for  these  more  difficult  to  obtain  coins.  There  have  been  instances  this 
year  when  I have  been  looking  at  a scarce  date  coin  and  the  seller  tells  me  when  it 
comes  to  price  I can  throw  away  the  Greysheet.  I actually  paid  a few  hundred  over 
bid  for  a few  coins  only  because  of  their  rarity.  Checking  auction  sales  beforehand 
shows  the  current  market  purchase  prices  and  can  give  a sense  of  reassurance  when 
paying  the  extra  money  for  a scarce  piece.  Most  recently  on  ebay  I noticed  a few 
25th  Anniversary  Five  Coin  Silver  Eagle  Sets  bring  sales  of  $850.00.  Not  bad  for  a 
$299.00  investment.  Now  that  is  what  I call  a profit! 

However,  the  profit  is  only  for  the  lucky  few  who  were  able  to  get  through  and  place  an 
order  with  the  U.S.  Mint.  Since  there  were  only  1 00,000  sets  issued,  it  will  be  interesting 
to  see  how  high  of  a premium  buyers  are  willing  to  pay  to  acquire  this  set. 

Along  with  this  year  was  ILNA's  annual  three  day  coin  and  currency  show  held  in 
September.  Once  again  the  show  was  a success  with  good  public  turnout.  At  this 
time,  on  behalf  of  ILNA,  I would  like  to  thank  Jim  and  Joyce  Paicz  for  their  year- 
long planning  in  executing  another  successful  ILNA  Convention.  Also,  Jim  made  an 
announcement  at  the  show  concerning  Governor  positions  on  the  ILNA  Board.  Any 
individuals  interested  in  serving  on  the  board  were  to  contact  ILNAso  their  name  could 
be  posted  in  the  Winter  Coin  Digest  for  consideration.  Since  none  of  the  seats  up  for 
election  this  year  were  contested,  the  board  decided  not  to  have  a balloted  election. 
As  of  now  there  are  four  vacancies  to  fill.  At  the  October  1 6th  board  meeting  President 
Steve  Harrison  stated  ILNA  members  Joyce  Paicz  and  Michael  Doran  have  offered 
to  serve  on  the  board.

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RIDING  THE  STORM  WITH  NIG 

POINT  OF  View 
BY  MARK  BENVENUTO 


A hit  of  a different  perspective  considering  the  metals 
craze  of  2011.  It  has  been  said  that  not  all  that  glit- 
ters is  gold...  Mark  has  been  a previous  contributor 
to  the  ILNA  Coin  Digest-  most  recently  during 
Donna  Doran’s  stint  as  Digest  Editor. 

If  you  are  like  many  collectors,  the 
prices  of  gold  and  silver  right  now  are 
fantastic-  if  you've  bought  gold  and 
silver  coins  before  the  current  sleigh 
ride-  or  they're  terrible  if  you  are  trying 
to  buy  now.  A cadre  of  well-paid,  well- 
groomed  folks  who  appear  on  television 
talk  shows  on  Sunday  morning  give 
us  numerous  reasons  why  the  price  of 
precious  metals  is  so  high  right  now,  and 
when  they'll  go  down  again- or  not.  With  so 
much  contradictory  "sage"  advice,  what's  a 
collector  to  do?  How  about  ride  out  this  storm 
with  a great  set  of  nickels? 


While  a five  cent  coin  was  part  of  the  original 
Congressional  bill  that  set  up  our  national  monetary  system,  the  first  ones 
weren't  nickels.  They  were  half  dimes:  the  smallest  of  the  silver  coins. 
The  nickel  came  on  the  scene  in  1866  with  a design  now  known  as  the 
Shield  nickel.  Most  collectors  know  this  was  changed  only  in  1 883  with 
the  introduction  of  what  is  now  called  the  Liberty  Head  nickel.  That  in 
turn  was  followed  by  the  notable  and  famous  Buffalo  nickel,  also  called 
the  Indian  Head  nickel.  And  that  was  followed  by  the  Jefferson  nickel, 
a design  which  basically  survives  until  the  present. 

If  you've  never  really  thought  about  a nickel 
collection,  or  have  only  given  them  a cursory 
look  at  any  ILNA  show,  take  a moment  and 
think  about  what  might  be  a good  starting 
point.  Many  folks  choose  to  hone  in  on  one 
series  and  assemble  a date  and  mint  mark 
set.  While  that's  traditional,  possibly  the  least 
expensive  way  to  start  would  be  to  gather  a 
foursome  of  nickels  that  constitute  a type  set

A single  Shield  nickel  won't  cost  too  much,  especially  if  you  decide  on 
a circulated  piece  and  a common  date.  Should  you  choose  a mint  state 
coin,  you'll  probably  have  to  part  with  $100  for  one  of  those  common 
specimens.  And  of  course,  if  you  want  a rare  variety-  like  the  1883/2 
overdate-  the  cost  will  jump  way  up.  But  in  short.  Shield  nickels  are  still 
quite  affordable. 

If  possible,  a single  Liberty  Head  nickel  will  cost  even  less  than  a Shield 
nickel.  Numerous  common  dates  cost  less  than  $1 0 in  the  lower,  circulated 
grades,  such  as  fine  or  very  good.  Once  again,  if  you  choose  to  aim  at 
something  better  like  a mint  state  piece,  you'll  have  to  part  with  roughly  the 
same  amount  of  money  as  just  mentioned  for  the  Shield  nickel  example. 
The  first  of  the  mint  marked  nickels  appears  at  the  end  of  the  Liberty  Head 
nickel  series  as  well.  A 1 91 2-D  costs  closer  to  $200  in  MS-60,  but  can  still 
be  had  for  almost  pocket  change  when  you  settle  for  a circulated  grade. 


Of  course,  if  you  have  a spare  couple  of  million  dollars  just  kicking  about, 
you  might  want  to  consider  trying  to  purchase  one  of  the  five  known  1913 
Liberty  Head  nickels  for  your  own  collection.  You  could  call  the  American 
Numismatic  Association,  for  example,  and  ask  if  they'll  part  with  their 
specimen  if  you  pay  them  $5M  or  so  in  cash.  Then  you  could  just  fly  to 
Colorado  Springs  to  pick  it  up-  in  your  own,  private  jet.  I'd  imagine.  If 
you  do  go  this  route,  please,  make  it  a point  to  have  your  jet  touch  down 
in  my  driveway  before  hand,  as  you  are  definitely  someone  I want  to  call 
my  new  best  friend! 

Seriously,  if  you'd  like  a nickel  dated  1913,  you'll  most  likely  have  to 
settle  for  one  of  the  Buffalo  nickels.  Since  the  Philadelphia  Mint  produced 
over  29  million  that  year,  and  the  Denver  Mint  produced  more  than  4 
million,  and  the  San  Francisco  Mint  chipped  in  more  than  1 million,  it's 
a fair  statement  to  claim  that  this  1 91 3 nickel  is  a little  bit  more  common 
than  the  1913  Liberty  Head. 

That  flood  of  Buffalo  nickels  right  at  the  outset  never  really  slowed  down 
making  Buffalo  nickels  remarkably  common  today.  Actually,  this  is  the 
first  nickel  we've  come  to  in  which  the  design  is  perhaps  as  desired

by  non-collectors  as  it  is  by  numismatists 
There  are  numerous  jewelry  items,  key 
chains,  watch  fobs,  and  other  items  that  are 
made  today,  all  of  which  incorporate  a well- 
polished  Buffalo  nickel  as  part  of  their  design, 
and  thus  part  of  their  allure.  For  collectors 
though,  Buffalo  nickels  are  bargain  box  items 
when  they  are  well  circulated. 

More  good  news  when  it  comes  to  Buffalo  nickels 
is  that  in  mint  state,  several  of  the  common  dates  cost 
far  below  $100.  As  a great  example,  the  1 938-D  currently  costs  less  than 
$70  in  MS-65.  That's  no  typo.  The  very  attractive  grade  of  MS-65  can  be 
this  affordable  when  you  are  looking  at  some  of  the  Buffalo  nickels. 


Moving  to  the  jeffersons...  Well,  these  nickels  suffer  from  what  many 
modern  coins  have:  a current  design  and  no  precious  metal.  A person  can 
take  a bit  of  time,  look  carefully,  and  find  Jefferson  nickels  from  the  1 930's 
and  1 940's  that  cost  less  than  $20  in  MS-65.  If  you  are  an  aficionado  of 
our  modern  nickels,  you'll  know  that  even  what  are  called  "full  step" 
specimens-  meaning  that  all  the  steps  on  Monticello  on  the  reverse  are 
separated  and  visible-  are  still  available  for  prices  in  the  $35  - $60  range. 
That's  pretty  amazing  really. 


If  you've  gone  this  far,  you'll  realize  that  a type  set 
does  not  have  to  be  an  end  in  itself.  It  can  very 
often  be  a beginning.  Did  you  fall  in  love  with 
the  Buffalo  design?  If  so,  start  a date  run.  Do 
like  the  more  staid  Liberty  Head?  If  so, 
see  if  you  can  assemble  a date  run  of  this 
series.  The  possibilities  may  not  be  endless, 
but  they're  certainly  numerous.  Plus,  anything 
you  collect  here  is  a way  to  ride  out  the  storm 
of  precious  metals  pricing  right  now.  Enjoy  the 
ride,  and  enjoy  the  hunt  - for  nickels!  ^

MV  CHRISTMAS  WISH  LIST 

Now  that  it  is  Christmastime,  you  can  do  a lot  of  things  that  you  cannot 
do  any  other  time  of  year.  You  can  wear  special  clothes,  you  can  listen 
to  special  music,  and  you  can  make  wish  lists  for  what  you  want  to  be 
under  the  tree  on  December  25th.  I have  comprised  a Christmas  list 
here  of  my  own,  with  some  information  about  these  coins. 

1)  1933  Double  Eagle-  There  were  actually  455,000  of  these  struck, 
but  all  of  them  were  supposed  to  have  been  melted  at  the  mint  due  to 
the  Gold  Reserve  Act  of  1 934.  It  is  estimated  that  1 3 of  these  pieces 
still  exist,  but  only  one  has  been  sold  at  auction. 

2)  1913  Liberty  Nickel-  These  nickels  were  struck  in  the  year  1 91 3, 
the  same  year  the  Buffalo  Nickel  went  into  production.  Although  no 
one  truly  knows  how  these  five  coins  were  struck  or  who  did  it,  it  is 
apparent  that  they  did  leave  the  mint  and  created  a big  craze. 

3)  1804  Silver  Dollar-  The  1 804  Dollar  is  certainly  a mysterious  coin. 
Dollar  coins  were  struck  in  the  year  1 804,  but  with  the  date  1 803.  It 
is  said  that  the  dollars  struck  with  the  1 804  date  on  them  were  struck 
in  1834  and  possibly  later.  About  19  of  these  pieces  exist  with  an 
occasional  auction  appearance. 

4)  1 894-S  Dime-  This  coin  is  not  only  a rarity,  but  also  has  a fun  story 
associated  with  one  of  them.  The  story  is  that  the  San  Francisco  Mint 
Superintendent  John  Daggett  had  24  climes  with  the  dates  1 894-S  on 
them.  He  had  given  most  of  the  dimes  away  to  important  people  while 
with  the  remaining  three,  he  gave  to  his  daughter,  Hallie.  Knowing  they 
would  be  valuable,  Daggett  told  her  to  keep  them  but  she  immediately 
spent  one  on  ice  cream. 

5)  1943  Copper  Penny-  When  all  of  the  copper  was  needed  for 
WWII,  the  mint  switched-  for  one  year-  to  making  cents  out  of  steel. 
This  copper  penny  is  an  error  that  has  fascinated  many  people  in  the 
whereabouts  of  these  coins.  Only  10-12  of  these  coins  are  known  to 
exist  always  bringing  hefty  prices  at  auction. 

So,  now  that  you  know  my  wish  list,  I guess  it  would  be  time  to  make 
yours.  Not  even  in  my  dreams  could  I have  any  of  these  coins,  but 
would  it  be  nice.  My  favorite  holiday  is  swiftly  approaching,  and  there  is 
a lot  to  do,  so  I will  leave  you  there.  Have  a very  merry  Christmas.  ^

Young  Numismatists  have  the  opportunity  to  earn  full  and  partial 
scholarships  for  the  American  Numismatic  Association's  highly 
acclaimed  2012  Summer  Seminar  in  Colorado  Springs. 

The  two  one-week  sessions  are  scheduled  from  June  23-29  and  June 
30-july  6.  Applications  from  ANA  members  between  the  ages  of  1 3-22 
are  due  by  January  31  st.

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A FLYING  LINCOLN  CENT 

Unique  error  coin

Most  coin  collectors  have  seen  a Flying  Eagle  Cent.  But,  who's  ever  heard 
of  a "flying"  Lincoln  Cent?  How  else  can  one  describe  the  astounding  error 
coin  that  I was  so  fortunate  to  acquire  at  an  Ohio  coin  show  in  2001  ? It's  a 
multiple  error  coin  that's  a double-denomination,  flip-over,  saddle-struck, 
double  strike!  There  are  two  denominations,  a cent  and  a nickel,  struck 
on  each,  respective  side  of  the  cent's  planchet.  PCGS  labeled  it  a Lincoln 
Cent  double-strike,  80%  off-center  with  nickel  dies.  Other  certification 
services  would  likely  have  described  it  differently.  Could  this  then  newly 
struck  cent  have  somehow  flown  onto  a nickel  press? 

This  striking,  or  should  I say  doubly  striking,  error  was  initially  coined 
as  a 2000-D  cent.  It  afterwards  managed  to  receive  a later,  partial  strike, 
having  somehow  landed  between  working  nickel  dies.  I initially  didn't 
realize  what  I'd  purchased  when  I bought  the  coin.  The  dealer  from  whom 
I made  the  purchase  had  a number  of  minor  error  coins  in  a box,  and  this 
major  error  coin  was  among  them.  What  caught  my  eye  with  regard  to  this 
particular  coin  was  that  it  was  labeled  as  being  a "flip-over  double-strike." 
As  a longtime  collector  of  Civil  War  tokens,  I'd  then  never  managed  to 
find  that  elusive,  flip-over  error  on  a token;  this,  despite  many  years  of 
searching.  Consequently,  the  labeled  Lincoln  cent  had  curb  appeal  for 
me,  so  I opted  to  purchase  it,  along  a with  a number  of  other  coins. 

It  wasn't  until  I got  home  the  following  day  and  carded  it  in  a holder  that  I 
was  then  taken  aback.  The  second  strike  illustrated  the  point  of  Jefferson's 
bust,  protruding  from  the  reverse  area  of  the  cent.  The  obverse,  saddle- 
strike  area,  below  Lincoln's  bust,  showed,  "E  PLURIBUS  UNUM"  in 
nickel-sized  letters.  Perhaps,  "E  DUO  UNUM"  or,  out  of  two  comes  one 
would  be  more  apropos  on  this  coin?  The 
surface  area  that  was  pushed-out  as  a result 
of  the  pressure  of  the  nickel  dies  caused  the 
copper-clad  planchet  to  there  become  much 
thinner  than  the  cent  stock.  As  such,  there 
was  a tiered  effect  or  step-down  from  the 
cent  to  nickel-struck  area.  Also,  that  nickel- 
struck  area  appeared  somewhat  proof-like 
in  relation  to  the  larger  portion  of  the  cent's 
area.  Then  finding  it  difficult  to  believe  what 
I was  seeing,  I repeatedly  looked  at  the  coin 
for  a few  days,  letting  reality  sink  in.

Prior  to  getting  this  anomaly  authenticated,  I periodically  took  it  with 
me  to  coin  shows  for  major,  error  dealers  to  see.  I purposely  carried  it 
in  a nondescript  flip  and  asked,  "Have  you  ever  seen  one  of  these?" 
Now,  how  many  coin  dealers  have  ever  heard  that  question?  The  typical 
reply  was  something  to  the  effect  that  the  dealer  had  dozens  of  similar, 
off-center  error  cents  for  sale  at  $2  to  $5,  apiece;  this  being  said  while 
the  coin  was  occasionally  tossed  back  in  my  direction.  I really  enjoyed 
watching  their  faces  after  my  insistence  that  they  take  a closer  look. 
Before  even  talking  to  me  about  it,  the  standard  query  was,  "Is  it  for 
sale?"  All  but  one  of  the  error  dealers  to  whom  I've  shown  it  have  said 
that  it's  probably  a unique  specimen.  The  one  exception  was  a dealer 
who  expressed  that  she  was  aware  of  a dozen  or  so  in  existence.  If  that's 
true,  I have  yet  to  see  or  hear  of  one,  now  six  years  hence... 

This  is  the  sort  of  error  coin  that  no  one  ever  expects  to  see.  It's  a pairing 
of  two  coins  that  shouldn't  exist  on  a single  planchet.  The  dealer  who 
sold  it  to  me  never  saw  it  for  what  it  really  was,  and  the  person  who  sold 
it  to  him  never  saw  it  for  what  it  really  was.  Thus,  we  joined  a few  error 
specialists  who  subsequently  failed  to  truly  recognize  it  when  they  got 
their  first  look  at  it  in  my  hands.  It's  really  a glaring  error  that  one  has  to 
repeatedly  view  in  order  for  the  brain  to  process;  this,  like  a UFO... 

A Flying  Lincoln  Cent! 

One  of  the  many  questions  that  this  anomaly  has  brought  to  my  mind  is:  "How 
many  error  coins  are  out  there  that  have  the  obverse  of  one  denomination 
struck  alongside  of  the  obverse  and  reverse  of  another  denomination!?" 
I've  personally  seen  many  an  overstrike  of  one  denomination  atop  another, 
but  never  before  a "companion"  or  side-by-side  strike. 

While  I've  never  had  occasion  to  visit  the  Denver  Mint,  I once  toured  the 
mint  in  Philadelphia.  I went  there  about  ten  years  ago  with  a close  friend. 
Norm  Bagaas,  who  had,  himself,  previously  visited  the  Ottawa  Mint.  Norm 
told  me  that  the  Canadian  mint  facility  was  so  clean  that  one  could  eat 
off  the  floor.  As  we  stood  behind  the  walkway  glass,  looking  below  at  the 

coin  presses,  it  was  readily  apparent  that  were 
anyone  to  eat  from  that  floor,  they  would 
undoubtedly  chew  on  some  Philadelphia 
coins.  The  floor  was  literally  littered  with 
coins  and/or  planchets,  throughout.  We  did 
see  a woman  pushing  a broom  though. 

Following  my  visittothe  Philadelphia  Mint,  1 
recall  reading  about  efforts  then  being  made 
to  improve  quality  control.  Perhaps,  the 
state  quarter  program  had  something  to  do

with  that.  I remember  thinking  that  such  an  effort  might  ironically  be  an 
unwelcome  development  by  collectors  of  error  coins.  Fortunately,  for  us 
collectors,  some  fantastic  error  coins,  like  those  in  the  dollar  series,  have 
since  continued  to  surface. 

Regarding  major  errors,  there's  always  the  question  of  whether  or  not  such  a 
coin  was  intentionally  produced  by  some  mint  employee.  The  1 91 3 Liberty 
Head  Nickels  have  to  be  the  most  notorious  of  all  surreptitious  coins  to 
have  ever  left  a mint  facility.  Evidence  suggests  that  they  were  intentionally 
struck  by  a former  mint  employee,  seeking  to  profit  from  their  sale.  While  I 
personally  lack  sufficient  knowledge  to  gauge  the  "err-ability"  of  the  cent/ 
dime  (eleven-cent  coin)  and  the  quarter/dollar  (buck-and-a-quarter  coin) 
mules.  I'm  leaning  toward  the  opinion  that  this  cent/nickel  (six-cent  coin) 
is  an  unintentional  mint  product  or  genuine  error. 

My  principal  thought  is  that  it's  unlikely  that  such  a fantastic  error  would 
have  found  its  way  into  my  pocket  at  such  a nominal  cost  unless  it  was 
an  unintentional  mint  product.  Another  consideration  is  that  this  coin 
was  among  a large  group  of  assorted,  mostly  minor,  error  coins  when  I 
bought  it.  Had  this  "six  cent  piece"  been  intentionally  struck,  a playful 
mint  employee  would  likely  have  made  the  error  more  prominent  or 
eye-catching  by  having  the  nickel  struck  portion  be  greater.  Afterwards, 
a knowing  seller  would  then  more  readily  have  called  attention  to  it 
being  a double-denomination  error. 

Specialists  can  better  weigh  the  questions  that  this  error  poses,  and 
more  may  yet  be  written.  Perhaps,  this  article  will  stimulate  some 
responses  from  specialists  or  amateur  error  collectors  like  myself.  Is 
there  somewhere  a census  of  how  many  multi-denomination  coins 
exist?  Can  there  possibly  be  a single  coin  that's  been  thrice-struck  by 
different  sets  of  dies?  Is  there  a consensus  among  specialists  about  how 
these  anomalies  were  produced?  Questions  abound. 

As  something  of  a postscript.  I've  subsequently  managed  to  find  that 
flip-over,  double-strike  Civil  War  token  that  eluded  me  for  so  many 
years.  Like  the  "six-cent  piece,"  I didn't  spot  it  when  I first  bought  it... 
Honestly!  I actually  owned  it  for  a year  or  two  before  I discovered  what 
it  was;  this,  just  prior  to  almost  parting  with  it,  too!  I'd  virtually  given  up 
on  ever  finding  one.  It's  an  Albany  store  card  (Fuld  it  NY  10-D),  being 
a timetable  that  has  a wordy  legend  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse. 
Upon  close  examination,  it's  apparent  that  this  token  was  initially  struck, 
then  flipped-over  and  struck  a second  time  by  the  same  die  pair.  The 
understrike  is  clear  enough  to  recognize  under  a glass.  Unlike  the  "six 
cent  piece"  though,  the  over-strike  is  centered  atop,  not  alongside,  the 
original  strike.  In  retrospect,  it  now  occurs  to  me  that,  had  I previously

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found  that  Civil  War  token  error,  I might  well  have  discovered  the  "Flying 
Lincoln  Cent."  Ah,  serendipity  ... 

Given  about  fifty  years  of  hunting,  I never  did  snare  a rare  coin  from 
circulation.  However,  discovering  these  major  errors  has  certainly  made 
all  the  hunting  worthwhile.  Ironically,  both  of  these  truly  rare  pieces  were 
purchased  by  me  from  dealers;  and,  before  either  they  or  I realized  what 
they  were.  One  lesson  for  all  collectors  who  read  this  article  is  to  spend 
time  studying  your  own  collection.  Also,  some  of  the  best  finds  nowadays 
can  be  had  at  shows,  flea  markets  and  the  like.  Had  I not  joined  the  Civil 
War  Token  Society  and  invested  in  various  numismatic  publications.  I'd 
likely  never  have  found  these  items,  much  less  have  known  that  they 
even  existed.  All  things  considered  though,  my  best  "finds"  have  been 
friends  made  along  collective  pathways.  Happy  hunting  to  all!  *

The  ILNA  Fall,  2011  Board  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Quality  Inn, 

Bradley,  Illinois  on  Sunday,  October  16th,  2011. 

ROLL  CALL 

President  Steve  Harrison  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4;02pm.  Also  in  attendance 
were  Vice  President  Andrew  Reiber,  Secretary  John  Schikora,  Treasurer  Bill  Burd, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  Steve  Butler,  board  members  Jim  Paicz,  Brian  jaskierski,  Tim 
Guest  and  Brian  Heil.  Eagle  McMahon  had  an  excused  absence.  Richard  Prouty, 
Jim  Bradaric  and  Nathaniel  Murphy  each  had  an  unexcused  absence.  There  were 
five  guests  present,  Joyce  Paicz,  Michael  Doran,  Quentin  Burrows,  Glenn  Kraemer 
and  Matt  Boudreau. 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Steve  Harrison  introduced  to  the  board  Quentin  Burrows  who  is  a practicing 
attorney.  After  hearing  him  speak,  the  board  will  consider  retaining  Mr.  Burrows 
for  handling  all  legal  matters  in  regard  to  the  Illinois  Numismatic  Association.  Mr. 
Burrows  is  licensed  in  Illinois  and  New  York  and  has  a law  firm  located  in  Joliet, 
Illinois.  His  concentration  is  in  litigation,  contracts,  wills  and  estates.  If  retained,  his 
service  fee  is  $1  75  an  hour  and  a $2500  retainer  needs  to  be  set  up  in  a secured 
bank  account  set  up  for  ILNA.  Mr.  Burrows  is  also  a current  member  and  past 
president  of  the  Will  County  Coin  Club. 

Secondly,  Harrison  introduced  Glenn  Kraemer  who  heads  Morrison  Security 
Corporation  located  in  Alsip,  Illinois.  Morrison  Security  is  licensed  in  Illinois  and 
employs  both  sidearm  equipped,  off-duty  law  enforcement  and  licensed  range 
qualified  security  personnel.  Mr.  Kraemer  informed  the  board  that  all  employees  are 
insured  with  no  overtime  charges.  Their  security  has  the  right  to  detain  any  individual 
caught  in  the  act  of  a crime  until  local  law  enforcement  arrives.  Morrison  Security 
will  also  act  on  behalf  of  any  ILNA  dealer  who  is  victim  of  a crime.  This  will  save 
the  dealer  the  added  expense  of  commuting  and  loss  of  work  to  attend  court  dates.

Harrison 
stated  ILNA  is  looking  for  members  to  fill  the  board  vacancies.  Potential  candidates 
need  to  contribute  their  time  and  attend  meetings.

A journalism  student  from  Columbia 
College  also  contacted  Guest  about  writing  an  article  covering  the  Presidential  Dollar 
program.  Guest  stated  if  ILNA  could  be  used  as  a source  involved  with  the  publication 
of  the  articles,  ILNA  could  receive  permission  to  publish  them  in  the  Digest.
